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DETAILED ACTION 

The examiner attempted to reach applicants attorney via telephone on 1/7/05 in 
order to suggest an examiner's amendment but she was not successful. 

Information Disclosure Statement 
The information disclosure statement filed 3/26/04 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and foreign patent; each 
publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but the 
information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1 .75(d)(1 ) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: The specification doesn't provide support for a comparator 
coupled to a clock line as recited in claims 1 1 and 12. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 10 is objected to because of the following informalities: "the frequency 
divider circuit" in claim 10 should preferably be "the frequency divider" in order to 
improve clarity. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-12 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Clear antecedent basis is not provided for "the output" for every structure recited 
in claims 1-12, "the first comparator" in claim 1 , "the reset" in claims 4-6, "the enable" in 
claim 7, "the first and second comparators" in claim 10, "the input clock line", "the first 
synchronizer" and "the frequency divider" in claims 1 1 and 12 and "the first 
synchronizer" in claim 19. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-10 and 19 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 1,11 and 12 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Claims 13-18 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kramer is relevant as a frequency divider employing 
synchronizing but it lacks, for example, the comparison between a latch's input and 
output.
